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To  The  Rural  District  Council  of  Welton 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1962. 

I  am  acutely  aware  that  as  yet  my  knowledge  of  the  district  is  very 
poor  in  comparision  with  the  vast  accumulated  wisdom  of  Dr.  Sharrard,  so 
that  this  report  is  rather  limited  to  statistical  evidence  and  deductions 
therefrom. 

In  the  matter  of  population,  the  parish  populations  have  become 
available  from  the  1961  Census  and  in  Welton  as  in  other  Rural  Districts 
there  has  been  a  decline  in  those  parishes  which  are  devoted  wholly  to 
agriculture  and  only  the  environs  of  Lincoln  and  Scampton  show  appreciable 
gains.  Certain  changes  of  population  have  resulted  from  the  deliberate 
policy  of  the  Council,  such  as  building  at  Dunholme  to  rehouse  the  hut- 
dwellers  from  Fiskerton  and  Rand.  Other  changes  have  resulted  from  the 
demand  for  houses  for  young  married  couples  from  Lincoln. 

The  overall  picture  is  of  an  increased  and  more  concentrated  pop¬ 
ulation,  easier  to  serve,  although,  no  doubt,  more  demanding.  They  require 
all  the  amenities  of  a  city’s  residential  suburb  whilst  not  yet  being  so 
compact  as  to  render  these  as  economic  to  provide  as  in  the  older  and 
closer  city  suburbs.  A  demand  for  Council  dwellings  continues  but  it  is 
related  more  to  the  places  where  dwellings  already  exist  rather  than  to 
places  with  sharp  increases  in  population;  thus  it  would  seem  that  many 
people  are  having  to  live  where  they  can  rather  than  where  they  would  wish. 

Insofar  as  infectious  disease  was  concerned,  the  year  was  reasonably 
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satisfactory.  In  an  extensive  district,  measles  is  rarely  absent  for  long  and 
so,  despite  the  previous  year’s  high  incidence,  there  were  1 1 2  cases  in 
1962.  No  other  disease  assumed  significant  proportions. 

The  rapid  growth  of  some  villages  has  caused  some  difficulties — 
water  consumption  has  obviously  increased  enormously  and  the  supply  of 
adequate  softened  water  at  a  reasonable  pressure  at  some  miles  from  the 
headworks  has  presented  the  Water  Board  with  an  expensive  problem.  It 
would  be  unfair  to  blame  a  recently  formed  board  for  not  being  immediately 
able  to  supplement  its  supply  to  these  villages,  which  have  grown  ex¬ 
plosively  after  years  of  more  or  less  severe  restraint.  For  the  same  reason, 
whilst  most  schools  can  keep  pace  with  their  entries;  in  the  expanding 
villages,  provision  of  education  and  health  facilities  tend  to  lag  behind.  In 
a  free  society,  this  is  inevitable,  since  until  individuals  decide  where  they 
will  live,  no  authority  can  make  provision  for  them.  The  most  potent 
persuasive  force  in  the  community  is  employment  and  we  must  look  to 
employers  to  avoid  too  dense  concentration  of  industry  in  particular  areas. 
Something  of  a  lead  is  being  thought  out  at  national  level  in  planning 
improved  communications  between  the  centres  of  population  but  until 
areas  away  from  the  metropolis  have  become  more  attractive  to  employers 
and  employees  alike,  it  seems  unlikely  that  the  centripetal  drift  will  change. 

1961  saw  the  end  of  private  slaughterhouses  in  this  district  and  thus 
relieved  your  inspectors  of  a  serious  burden,  which  has,  of  course  fallen 
to  the  lot  of  neighbouring  authorities.  I  can  see  little  disadvantage  in  this 
arrangement  for  an  area  adjacent  to  a  town  with  a  public  abbatoir  since  in 
any  case,  animals  would  be  moved  some  distance  from  farm  to  slaughter¬ 
house. 

Refuse  collection,  now  a  direct  labour  activity  of  the  Council  is  a 
growing  burden.  Few  new  houses  are  equipped  to  burn  the  constantly 
growing  quantities  of  cartons,  wrappers  and  plastics,  together  with  the 
glossy  advertisements  and  some  of  the  new  packages  are  difficult  of  disposal 
in  a  compact  form  except  by  incineration.  The  loads  brought  to  the  tip  at 
Nettleham  run  to  several  thousand  cubic  yards  per  annum  so  that  the  life 
of  the  tip  cannot  be  regarded  as  indefinite.  The  use  of  natural  or  artificial 
hollows  or  dumps  can  be  of  economic  value,  but  the  number  of  such 
cavities  convenient  for  the  purpose  is  limited  and  their  most  efficient  use 
must  be  planned. 

This  introductory  letter  must  appear,  as  in  fact,  it  is,  a  series  of  notes 
of  observations  of  your  new  Medical  Officer  of  Health  during  a  rather 
difficult  period  of  transition.  1  must  conclude  by  thanking  the  Council 
and  the  other  officers  for  all  the  help  I  have  received.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  of  HEALTH  SERVICES  for  the  AREA 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  his  staff  are  responsible 
for  the  active  operation  of  the  services  under  part  in  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act  of  1946,  including  Care  of  Mothers  and  young  children, 
Midwifery,  Health  visits,  Home  Nursing,  Vaccination,  Immunisation, 
Domestic  Health,  Health  Education,  Prevention  of  Illness,  care  and  after 
care,  Ambulance  Services  and  all  the  School  Medical  Services  under  the 
Education  Acts.  The  Chiropody  service  recently  introduced  will  be  of 
immense  benefit  to  the  older  people,  handicapped  people  and  expectant 
mothers. 

1  he  Ambulance  Services  are  still  being  fully  used.  Combined  use  of 
the  Lincoln  Ambulance  Service  and  that  of  the  County  seems  to  be 
reasonable  for  our  District.  During  the  year,  separation  of  Ambulance 
and  Fire  Services  were  planned. 

Hospitals 

St.  George  s  Hospital,  Lincoln,  which  now  includes  what  was  the 
Lincoln  City  and  Isolation  Hospital,  goes  from  strength  to  strength,  and 
with  the  Lincoln  County  Hospital  caters  for  a  goodly  proportion  of  the 
Medical  and  Surgical  needs  of  our  District  as  well  as  for  infectious  diseases.

Mental  Health  treatment  is  being  actively  dealt  with  by  St.  Johns 
Hospital,  Bracebridge  Heath. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

Examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  St. 
Anne’s  Road,  Lincoln,  and  at  the  County  Hospital  Pathology  Department. 

Dental  Care 

Pressure  on  the  Dental  profession  is  still  acute.  It  seems  to  me 
absolutely  essential  to  help  m  the  prevention  of  dental  caries  by 
Fluondisation  of  our  water  supplies. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water 

W  ater  is  supplied  throughout  the  district  by  Lincoln  and  District 
Water  Board. 

The  fluoride  content  (0.05  to  0. 1 8  parts  per  million)  is  too  low  to  have 
any  beneficial  action  on  childrens  teeth. 

Complaints  of  poor  supply  and  excessive  turbidity  of  the  water  have 
been  received  and  are  being  investigated  from  the  engineering  aspect  by 
the  Board  and  the  Health  aspect  by  my  stall  and  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory. 

I  now  feel  able  to  say  with  assurance  that  the  cloudiness  of  the  water 
is  due  to  suspended  lime  salk  and  that  whilst  they  are  an  engineering  and 
plumbing  nuisance,  they  are  harmless  to  health.

Scavenging 

From  the  1st  April,  1962  scavenging  by  contract  was  discontinued 
and  direct  labour  scheme  commenced.  The  general  policy  of  the  Council  is 
to  provide  a  fortnightly  door-to-door  collection  for  dry  refuse  only  through¬ 
out  the  district. 

A  weekly  collection  is  provided  for  the  Bunkers  Hill  area  and  the 
Council  constantly  review  the  necessity  for  providing  more  frequent 
collections  in  other  parts  of  the  district. 

Isolated  farms  receive  a  monthly  collection. 
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Pail  closets  are  emptied  by  private  contract  m  Bardney  and  Southrey, 
and  by  direct  labour  at  Saxilby,  Nettieham  and  a  caravan  site  at  Welton. 

All  refuse  is  deposited  at  Nettieham  tip  and  is  controlled  by  a  tip 
attendant  with  the  aid  of  a  small  tractor  bulldozer.
